VA Proclamation for the better ordering of thoſe 
who repaire to the Court, for the Cure of their diſeaſe, called, T he Kings Euill. 


Hereas by the grace and bleſsing of God, the Kings and Queenes of 


| this Realme by many ages paſt, haue had the happineſſe by their ſacred 
| Touch, and inuotation ofthe NameofGod, to cure thoſe who are affiic- 
ted with the Diſeaſe called , The Kings Euill: And his now moſt Excellent 
7 72 Mateſtie,in no leſſe meaſure then any of his Royall Pꝛedeteſſoꝛs. hath had 
al E good ſucceſſeherein, and in his moſt gracious and pious diſpoſition , is as 
aJ ready and willing as any King oꝛ Queen of this Realme euer was in any 
©7 | thing to relteue the diſtreſſes and neteſſitie of His good Sublects, yet in 
— = Hts Pꝛintely wiledome fozeſeeing, that in this (as in all other things) oꝛder 
is to bee obſerued, and fit times are neteſlarily to bee appointed foꝛ the perfozmingof this great 
Wozke of charity: His moſt Excellent Mateſtiedoeth hereby publiſh and declare His Royall will 
aud pleaſure to bee, That whereas heretofoze the vſuall times of pꝛelenting ſuch perſons to Hts 
Maieſtie fo: this purpoſe, were Eaſter and Whitſuntide, that from hencefoꝛth the times ſhall be Eaſter 
and Michaclmas, as times moꝛe tonuenient, both foꝛ the temperatureofthe ſeaſon and in reſpect of 
any Contagion which may happen in this neere acceſſe to his Maieſties ſacredPerſon ; And his 
Maieſtie doth acco2dingly will and command, that from the time of publiſhing this Pꝛoclama⸗ 
tion, none pzeſume to repaire to His Mateſttes Royall Court to be healed of that diſeaſe , befoze 
the Feaſt of S. Michael now next comming. 

And His Mateſtie doth further will and command, that all ſuch as hereafter ſhall come. oz 
repatre to the Court fo2 this purpoſe, ſhall bꝛing with them Certificates vnder the hands of the 
Parſon, Uicar oz Miniſter,# Churchwardens ofthoſe ſeueral Pariſhes where they dwell,# from 
whence they come, teſtifying attoꝛding to the trueth, that they haue not any time befoze been tou⸗ 
ched by the King, to the intent to be healed of that Diſeaſe : And his Mateſty doth ſtraitly char 
all Juſtices of the Peace, Conſtables, and other Officers, That they doe not ſuffer any to paſle, 
but ſuch as haue ſuch Certificates , vpon paine of his Maieſties diſpleaſure. 

And, to the end that all His loning Suvtects may the better take knowledge of this his Ma⸗ 
ieſties pleaſure and command, His will is, Thatthis Pꝛotlamation bee publiſhed and d in 
ſome open plate in euery Market Towne ofthis Realme ; All which, his Mateſtte g by 
fozmer Pzoclamations, vpon the like occaſion publiſhed and commanded , hee doth now againe 
command ſtrittip to be o , by all and euery perſon and perſons whom it ſhall oz may con- 
terne, bpon ſach paines and penalties as may be inflicted vpon them foꝛ theneglect thereof.
